:, tildes. It was sought by Philip II of Spain, 
*'jjut that monarch was unable to secure it. 
^Later, during Puritanical disorders in Bel- 
gium in 1566, it was saved with difficulty, 
Lwhile in 1641 it was imperilled by fire. In 
•"1794 the central panels were taken to Paris, 
i arid when restored to the Cathedral of St. 
Bavon in 1815, only these panels were re- 
•V placed in their original position. Six wing 
^panels were ignorantly sold in 1816 to a

PA. ACADEMY DISPLAY 
(Third Notice) 
As was noted in the first review in the 
American Art News, Feb. 14 last, of the 
115th annual exhibition of the Pa. Academy 
there is a saving grace to this offering of 
contemporary American art in a number of 
good and sane works that stand out, in strik- 
ing contrast to the mass on every side. 
Among the portraits there should be men- 
tioned Wayman Adams' admirable presen- 
tation of Dr. Morris Jastrow, Jr., Professor 
of Semitics at the University of Pa.; Leo- 
pold Seyffert's portrait of Col. Richard H. 
Harte, a capital virile work; Adelaide Cole 
Chase's charming little girl, "Mary Shippen 
Schenck"; Walter MacEwen's self-portrait 
and the boy, "A Sport," by Camelia White- 
hurst. There is excellent character in Ran- 
dall Davey's "Lighthouse Keeper — Dan 
Stevens," and good but rather tight work 
in Wm. M. Paxton's "Portrait of Wm. P. 
Gest." Frederick Clay Bartlett's interior, 
"Chinese Theatre in Pekin," is unusual and 
curiously interesting. 

The familiar type of landscape is present 
in large numbers, much as if the same hand 
had painted the lot, but one would single 
out Gardner Symons' "Village and Mills 
Under a Mantle of Snow" as exceptionally 
good and convincing as well as also 
W. Elmer Schofield's "November Frost." 
Hay ley Lever's group of shipping, "Drying 
Sails" is an attractive work snowing a 
change from his usual technique. Paul 
King sends a delightfully atmospheric color- 
ful work in delicate greens and blues, "The 
Lime Quarry." A new kind of landscape 
is E. L. Warner's view from the aeroplane 
entitled "Above the Clouds." Charles Rosen 
is at his best in the good landscape, "A 
Sunny Morning." Good nudes are scarce, 
one a poor imitation of Zuloaga's famous 
nude, with red carnation, but perhaps the 
work of Philip L. Hale, "Day and Her 
Sister Night" is the most graceful, suggest- 
ing the Pre-Raphaelites. 

The sculptors are giving much attention 
j latterly to the production of smaller works,' 
as this exhibiton shows, but there are also 
a number of good statues in bronze such 
as -"The Pigeon Girl," by Brenda Putnam; 
"Mother and Child," by the painter, George 
de Forest Brush, and a fountain group, 
"Frogs and Girls," by . Nancy Coonsman.- 
There is a fine expressive portrait bust of^ 
Lieut-Col. Varilla by Malvina Hoffman, of'

good animal modeling in the dog, "Snuff," 
by Laura G. Fraser.

"I do not think that American artists 
need a union. We have more societies than, 
we know what to do with. • It' simply makes 
additional trouble and takes time that artists 
would prefer to give to their work." 

Annetta J. Saint-Gaudens, a sculptor, was 
one of those who favored the union idea. 
Not only would it bring unity among artists, 
she maintained, but it would help make the 
artist a part of the life of the people.

The membership of the club 
had been confined to artists, until the idea 
of associate members was suggested and 
it was determined to limit the number of 
them to one hundred.

Washington Portraits. 

At the Ehrich Galleries there are now on 
exhibition 13 portraits of Washington, 5 by 
Gilbert Stuart, and the rest by other emi- 
nent portraitists of the time, who, however, 
by their work show the enormous distance 
between themselves and Stuart. The prin- 
cipal picture is the full figure "Baker" Wash- 
ington which has been frequently referred 
to in the Art News. The most gracious 
presentment is the Ingersoll "Washington" 
(Atheneum type). The portrait by Dunlap 
is a black silhouette — a vain attempt. at the 
"Grand Manner" and weak in color and 
draughtsmanship. Frothingham's portrait 
is merely pleasing in black and red, the reds 
overwhelming one throughout the canvas. 
Peale's portrait is hard and uncompromis- 
ing. The Trumbull "Washington" gives 
the military idea of Washington, with a 
horse and a cannon or two in the back- 
ground, but no connection between Wash- 
ington and his surroundings. The- show is. 
exceedingly interesting and a tremendous 
tribute to Gilbert Stuart as the greatest 
American portraitist. 



Ernest Lawson at Daniel Galleries. 

Ernest Lawson, the able landscapist, is 
showing a group of his recent work at the 
Daniel Galleries, 2 West 47th St., through 
Feb. The work of this painter is so well 
known that comment on his beauty of color 
and always interesting choice of subject is 
unnecessary, but in the present display he 
is attempting, new methods of expression. 
His work no longer .resembles the^ scintil- 
lating effects of the late Alden Weir, whose 
pupil he was at one time. , He has grown 
in strength and individual expression and 
the canvases he now shows, simply and 
broadly painted, are decidedly personal and 
better even than his former good work. 
One of the best is "Cloud Shadow," an 
interesting composition with beautiful color 
and sentiment. "Early Summer" has a 
charm of poetry and "Snow Bound Spruce" 
in simple tones is a convincing statement. 
"Mjsty Day in March," with beautifully 
handled greens and an atmospheric charm 
is also an able work. "Mid Summer," 
"Plainfield," "New Hampshire Fields," 
"Evening Sky" and "Morning Light" are 
some of the subjects he has evolved in his 
direct and able manner.

Old Portraits at Scott & Fowles 
At Scott & Fowles Galleries, No. 590 Fifth 
Ave., there are shown for an indefinite 
period a few choice examples of early Eng- 
lish portraiture, of which, the mqst impor- 
tant are a Lely and a Benjamin West. Side 
by side with an unimportant canvas by Sir 
Peter Lely hangs his heroic full-length 
seated portrait of the Duchess of Cleveland, 
majestic in pose, the very acme of the 
"grand manner." The blues and grays of 
the dress are remarkably handled. Another 
imposing canvas is that of the Kinnoul fam- 
ily, the Drummond Brothers by Benjamin 
West, painted in 1767 and engraved the fol- 
lowing year by Valentine Green. The 
brothers richly clad are shown in earnest 
converse in a park. Nearby hangs a pink 
faced Irish t Squire, the work of „ Gilbert 
Stuart. A notable canvas of dignity and 
breadth represents Admiral Sotheron, painted 
by Sir Thomas Lawrence in 1809. A few 
landscapes vary the show, including a fine 
Richard Wilson and one of the earliest 
signed Gai.nsboroughs, a mellow landscape 
with cows, donkeys and rustic lovers plight- 
ing their troth beneath a tree stump. 



Fritz Thaulow at Howard Young's. 

The small exhibition of works by Fritz 
Thaulow at the Howard Young Galleries, 
No. 620 Fifth Ave., through .Feb., is a rare 
display of canvases by the Scandinavian 
landscapist. Water in rivers, streams and 
brooks forms" a part of each composition 
with its moving, rhythmic flow that he 
painted so ably. There are some of his 
Venetian subjects, painted with a reserve of 
color and poetical sentiment, and subjects 
chosen in France, Flanders and Norway. 
It is in one of the latter designs that he is 
at bis best, "Winter in Norway" is a 
splendid example, glowing in brilliant color 
with clever introductions, of his masterly 
reds. "Old Mill, Norway," is one of the 
artist's beautiful snow pictures, lovely in 
sentiment and strongly expressed. There 
is one American subject, "Allegheny River," 
and one of the few he ever painted, an 
interesting example, lovely in poetic feeling 
and rendered with all the ability for tech- 
nical expression for which* he was noted. 



Early English Portraits at Reinhardt's 
In addition to modern American por- 
traiture, early English portraits also occupy 
a gallery at Henry Reinhardt and Son's, 
No. 567 Fifth Ave., with an early Gains- 
borough as the clou,, ably seconded by a 
JLawrence of rare excellence. The Gains- 
borough, painted when the artist was only 
19^ shows a winsome little maid resting be- 
neath a tree, her pink skirt making a fine 
note of color against a sombre background. 
The Lawrence, in spite of certain well-known 
mannerisms, is a charming presentment of 
a young woman in forest surroundings, her 
red hair contrasting with the autumnal 
foliage; particularly engaging is the com- 
plete unity between landscape and figure, 
and the beautiful shadows in the face. 
Other interesting portraits are a mother 
and child by Gilbert Stuart uninspired, a 
lady with masculine features, somewhat 
overpainted by John Hoppner, in marked 
distinction from his rendering of "Miss 
Bover" in a big mob cap with deep lace 
border, a quarter length portrait of endur- 
ing charm. A half length standing figure of 
a young girl with close cropped hair in a 
white gown, is painted by a lesser known 
but formidable painter, Sir Martin Shee. 



Moderns at Y. W. H. A's. 

An exhibition of paintings by the so- 
called "Moderns" has been opened at the 
Young Women's Hebrew Association, .31 
West 110 St., through the month. It has 
been organized to meet the demands of 
students of painting and drawing who go to 
the Y. W. H. A. 



Two Artists at Kingore Galleries 
A group of oils by Leon Krolf occupy 
the large front gallery at Kingore's, 668 
Fifth Ave., through Feb. 29. A number of 
the works have been shown at various cur- 
rent exhibitions. . One of the most attractive 
of the artist's later canvases is "Mulberry 
Bend," a N. Y. scene showing a part of 
lower Broadway, in a clear light with vivid 
color and truthful atmosphere. "The Old 
Oak," with an interesting group of figures, 
gracefully placed beneath the shade of a 
large tree is somewhat in the style of 
Manet, yet evidences the individuality that 
has always been typical of this artist's 
work. "Tulips," a brilliant flower piece, 
well painted, and "Open Window" are also 
commendable canvases. 

-The two rear galleries are devoted to the 
work in watercolor and oil of Francois Ver- 
heyden, a young Belgian, who is holding 
his first "one man" show here. Without 
any^ attempt at atmospheric veiling of his 
subjects, he presents them in interesting 
full light with decided and brilliant, yet 
harmonious in their contrasts. Sunny land- 
scapes of Southern France appear to have 
attracted ^ the painter and these he has 
rendered in a sympathetic manner. "Spring 
in Provence," one of the larger can- 
vases is fine in color, sincerely painted and 
decorative in rendition. "Farrriente," a 
group of figures is admirably expressed; 
"Trees," is an interesting design with grace- 
ful trees, that have been sincerely studied, 
and "Winter Time, New Hampshire," is a 
beautiful picture of snow crowned hills with 
well managed whites and fine light and 
shadow. "Picking Oranges, Sicily," "A 
Road to Chapeel, Italy," "In Morocco," 
"Mediterranean Sea" and "Springtime in 
Algeria," are also good works.

LONDON LETTER. 

London, February 14, 1920. 

It is possible that the new Cenotaph to 
replace the temporary one erected in White- 
hall, may be the means of introducing u* 
London a new form of decoration for mem- 
orials in stone. Sir Edward Lutyens, bj 
whom the monument was designed, is un- 
derstood to be experimenting a 4 " present 
with effects to be obtained by means of 
colored stones a decoration of laurel wreaths 
and flags, and it is likely that the com- 
pleted work may thus lack the chilly and 
forbidding aspect, characteristic of so many 
examples of the kind. Portland stone, a 
material which takes on a warmer tint as 
time goes on, is to form the structure.

Robert Spencer at Arlington Galleries 

Some 21 oils by Robert Spencer make im- 
pressive show at the Arlington Galleries, 
where they, remain till Mar. 16. The sub- 
jects are mostly tenements and warehouses 
by the riverside, painted with fine knowl- 
edge and sentiment. Two pictures stand 
out as exceptionally fine; one, "The Evange- 
list," a figure work, well constructed and 
full of action; the other "The Green River," 
a remarkable achievement in New Hope, Pa., 
landscape. "The Passing Boat" shows a 
young girl steering a barge past banks of 
green, painted with great freedom and re- 
serve. A little canvas entitled "A Street 
Corner," and a large picture "Derelicts" 
shows the artist's ability to change his style 
to suit the subject Many of the paintings 
on view reveal Robert Spencer as a figure 
painter of significance, especially the can- 
vas cataloged as "Closing Hour," which is 
favorably known to visitors to the larger 

exhibitions. 

Group at Touchstone Galleries. 

An interesting group of individual paint- 
ers are showing their recent work at the 
Touchstone Galleries, 11 West 44th St., 
through March 6. Margaret Huntington, a 
one-time exhibitor at the MacDowell gal- 
leries, where her work always attracted at- 
tention for its freshness of color and per- 
sonality, shows four oils, broadly painted 
and fine in. color, Charles Sarka displays his 
ability in twelve canvases interesting in de- 
sign and well modeled. "Old Red Barn" 
has a charm of sentiment and "Edge of the 
Wood" is also an attractive composition. 
Milton Mayer has a group of eight small 
pictures, lovely in poetical charm and hav- 
ing much individuality. Each canvas bears 
its message of sincerity, tenderness and re- 



PARIS LETTER 

February 10, 1920. 

Although the art of Eugene Carriere and 
that of Georges Clairin are so different, 
' there is a parallel between their two syn- 
chronously-pursued careers as is evidenced 
by the sales of their works which, curiously 
enough, have just taken place simultane- 
ously. Carriere, indeed, was Clairin's junior 
but only by six years. Clairin, who was 
born in 1843, was for a long time the fash- 
ionable French painter and his great suc- 
cesses were achieved between 1870 and the 
Exposition of 1889. This was a disappoint- 
ing period for art, not because it was un- 
prolific in great artists, but because it mis- 
understood and misjudged, invariably and 
unanimously; it was the period when Sarah 
Bernhardt was Queen, and Clairin the 
favorite painter, a period far more char- 
acterless than the Second Empire whose 
costumes, at least, still showed some sense 
of style. Time, the surest of judges has 
relegated to his proper place the poor 
butterfly whose colors have lost all attrac^- 
tio.n for moderns, and one cannot help ob- 
serving the progress made by the public's 
critical faculty, although still often deficient, 
since the close of the last century. 

Neither M. Lair Dubreuil, despite his re- 
markable skill at .valuing at its best what 
could be valued, nor Mr. Georges Petit, 
who acted as "expert" and in whose rooms 
the sale took place, could obtain more than 
55,660 fr. after the first day's Clairin sale 
and there is little hope that the second, 
occurring subsequently to this letter, will be 
much more profitable. 

At the time when Clairin, the man a la 
mode, was decorating the opera staircase in 
Paris and the theatre of Monte Carlo, Eu-

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finement. "Wood Interior" is solidly paint- 
ed and scintillates with glowing color and 
shows the artist's sincere study of his sub- 
ject.

Everett Shinn at 556 Fifth Ave. 

After several years of absence from public 
exhibitions Everett Shinn returns with a 
collection of oils and pastels at 556 Fifth 
Ave. through Feb. 28 with renewed vigor 
and decided advancement in technical ex- 
pression and personal declaration. The ma- 
jority of the subjects are his well known 
stage and ballet scenes. 

He presents his models - in light and 
shadow. His dancers, singers and- musi- 
cians are alive and intent upon their work 
in the atmosphere that frames their various 
types. 

There is also on view in the large, lower 
gallery, Julius Rolshoven's remarkable In- 
dian picture, "To the Land of the Sip-o- 
Phe." 
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I gene Carriere had many hardships to endure 
I and the greatest difficulty in, providing for 
j his wife and children. But while Carriere 
! was to see the rise of his fame, Clairin 
lived to see the decline of his. For the art 
of Clairin had no strong roots — it was a 
superficial, theatrical art, satisfied with 
easily attained effects and conventional brio. 
Carriere, on the other hand, had no facile 
seductiveness, but his art is deep, search- 
ing, human and. thoughtful. He sought for 
inspiration within himself — especially in his 
heart — and found it. His wife, his children, 
were his world and his usual' models, and 
Maternal Love his principal theme. His 
picture "Maternity" went at the sale to M. 
M. Bernheim jeune for 90,000 frs.; the por- 
trait of Mme. Carriere's father, fetching 
36,000 frs., and that of his daughter Mar- 
guerite starting at 12,000 frs., rose to 
22,000 frs. 

The Museum of Strasburg made two 
judicious purchases: "Meditation," for 
4,500 frs., and "Head of a Child," for 3,000 
frs. "The Madone" fetched 10,500 frs.; the 
"Allegorie pour le diner de la Paix" 9,200 
frs.; "Jeune fille de profil" 8,900 frs., and 
"Femme nue" 7,100 frs. The total sum 
realized by the sale was 631,690 frs. (now 
about $63,169). 

A large crowd were at the Manzi-Joyant 
salesrooms for this last auction which 
proved so great a success for M. M. Des- 
vouges and Henri Baudoin, a success which 
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The Gorham Foundries 

give to the casting of life size, 
colossal and small statuary 
that painstaking and sympa- 
thetic handling which alone in- 
sures the most successful result.

tjThe Gorham Galleries are a 
continual exposition of every- 
thing new in contemporaneous 
sculptures. 
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was foreseen considering the steady rise in 
the prices obtained by Carriere's pictures 
within recent years. 

Recent Watercolor Displays 

Lovers of the art of watercolor-painting, 
and they are as numerous as ever, found 
much to gratify them in two recent exhibi- 
tions at Georges Petit's. Rene Leverd, 
who is an "expert" in the secrets of this- 
medium, showed some 156 drawings, depict- 
ing, chiefly, Paris, but also scenes in Alsace, 
and at Versailles, in rain, sunshine and 
snow, most skilfully and deftly rendered. 
Eugene Villon prefers warmer, more sonor- 
ous effects but purists might reproach him 
for attempting to force the limitations of 
watercolor and his attempt to make them 
compete with oils. 

F. de Meran, who exhibits also in rue de 
Seze galleries, is, strictly speaking;, a 
draughtsman. Portraits are his specialty. 
His technique is straightforward and his 
means of expression honest. At times he 
recalls Clouet and other early artists, and 
this is a compliment which he should 
appreciate. But there is another side to the 
picture, and he owes it to himself to avoid 
grimaces and not to prefer temporary 
effects and passing expressions to the 
permanent aspect of the facial features: His 
portraits o^ men are well-studied and 
earnest, especially those of M. Orman-Jean, 
Gen. Nivelle, Dr. N. A. V. of Baltimore and 
M. Georges Petit. 

Other Good Displays 

An interesting exhibition by a painter of 
the young generation, Henry Dezire, is on 
at the Galerie Druet. It comprises figures, 
landscapes, scenes of rustic life and nature- 
mortes. From the purely pictorial point 
of view the landscapes and still-lifes are 
technically remarkable. The noble simplic- 
ity of his Italian landscapes partakes of the 
art of fresco. His scenes in country-fairs 
are intelligently understood but too much 
like illustrations and somewhat heavy with' 
blacks. 

M. Paul Guillaume has organized a show" 
of selected "Fauves" — Picasso, Derain, 
Matisse and others who are, in so far as 
"Fauves," almost classics, and which will 
be described later. The work of the re- 
cently-deceased painter Modigliani may be 
seen at Paul Guillaume's own gallery in the 
Faubourg St.' Hon ore. 

Two Deceased Artists 

An artist who recently died prematurely 
was Fauconnet, more Japanese than the 
genuinely Japanese Fujita (who is attractive 
at the Independants) and who did some 
scene-painting for the Theatre du Vieux 
Colombier. 

In the death of Mile. Marcelle Cros the 
"practical" arts loses an embroiderer who 
was successful at the Pavilion de Marsan 
as also at the Salons. She came of artistic 
stock, her father having been the sculptor, 
Henri Cros, her mother a painter (of whose 
pictorial talent she had inherited a share), 
while her brother still continues the paternal 
tradition in pate de verre. m. c.

"Homer nodded" and so do "Experts" 
Df the greatest reputation, at times, and 
"Expert" testimony has been proven 
unreliable many times. 

As to the "expertising" of the Italian 
authorities of the recently sold pictures 
which gives us our text, "Expertis- 
ing" does not necessarily mean en- 
dorsement, but may mean just the con- 
trary. If the advertisement and cata- 
log of the recent sale had stated that 
the eminent Italian authorities, whose 
names were given, had "endorsed" or 
authenticated the pictures sold it would 
have been "a horse of a different color." 

The owners of these pictures and 
the auctioneers who sold them, were, 
of course, within their rights in the an- 
nouncement of "expertisation" and we 
intend no reflection upon them in this, 
our attempt to explain the difference 
between "expertisation" and authen- 
tication. We hope the former word 
will not be used again in such a con- 
nection, for it might tend, even unin- 
tentionally, to a confusion in the art 
buying public's mind.

The American Art Association announces 
for Mar. 22-27 next what it considers the 
most important Literary sale of the season, 
if not of many seasons — namely that of the 
Library of Mr. Walter Thomas of South 
Orange, New Jersey. The Library contains 
upwards of 2,000 volumes. 



Ralph H. White Picture Sale 

The first half, or 80 pictures of the col- 
lection formed by the late Ralph H. White 
of Boston, with a few additions from pri- 
vate owners and estates, all oils, save one 
watercolor, were sold in the Plaza Ballroom 
Wednesday eve. last by Mr. Thomas E. 
Kirby for the American Art Association for 
a total of $10,020. The works with the 
exception of. a few modern Americans were 
by .lesser modern French and European 
painters, were not important and brought 
only fair prices. 

The attendance was small and the bidding 
slow. The majority of the pictures were pur- 
chased by Mr. H. D. Sickles of Chicago, a 
comparatively new buyer. Other private 
buyers were Mrs. W. B. Powell, and Messrs. 
O. Belsheim, F.. C. Hutchinson, L. Ross, 
A. J. Halow, W. R. Hearst, Dr. Ovary and 
Mrs. F." Steinberg. Few dealers were 
present or purchased. The Arlington, Hol- 
land and Kelly Galleries and Kennedy & Co. 
were the only dealers who bought. 

The top price of $720, was paid by Mr. 
W. R. Hearst for De Beaumont's Geese pic- 
ture "A Difficult Choice." The pictures 
that brought over $200 with buyers were

Feb. 19, 20 and 21 last for a total of $14,490,- 
That Metropolitan art lovers do not en-; 
thuse over the -class of pictures offered,:

Ann Hall Miniatures Sold 

Miniatures and personal belongings of 
Miss Ann Hall, born in 1792, were sold at 
the Walpole Galleries Monday eve. Miss 
Hall was the first woman to be admitted 
to the National Academy in 1831. She was 
one -of the best miniature painters of her 
time. 

The miniatures sold were of members of 
j Miss .Hall's family and they brought about 
$800 for the lot, including some unfinished 
sketches. 

With them were sold her directions for 
painting miniatures in her own handwriting, 
nine pages, which told with full detail how 
the work should be done, "using oil paints 
for the flesh." Ann Hall's certificate of 
election to the National Academy on vellum, 
with the seal and signature of the Vice- 
President, William Dunlap, was one of the 
numbers of the sale. Many pretty ana 
feminine belongings were also sold, includ- 
ing a lacquer work box, a large, octagonal 
one, with all the utensils of mother of 
pearl, which brought $67.50. . 



Rug Sale at Anderson's 

Rugs from Chinese Turkestan and from 
China proper, New York collection, sold at 
the Anderson Galleries Feb. 20 brought 
$12,607 for 150 numbers. R. H. Williams 
paid $1,150 for a Ch'ien Lung woolen rng, 
$640 for a blue and white peony rug same 
period; for another in pale salmon $610. 
A blue on buff rug went to Mr. Williams 
for $425, for a large flower rug he gave 
$225, $4,100 for a large peony Vug, and for 
one with a peony border and peony spray 
in the center $310. 

A large rug, 21x13 feet, went to A. S. 
Baliozian & Co. for $1,300. Mrs. Pierre Car- 
tier paid $180 for a Samarcand rug, with 
many borders; $210 for a rug of the same 
kind. Another of the peony rugs, figures 
in blue, yellow, red, white and green, went 
to Dr. B. A. Baer for $230.

English custom. The portrait has the dig- 
nity and suavity which a work somewhat 
monumental in character should possess. 

Art Club Has "Joke" Evening 

The Palette and Chisel Club entertained 
Randall Davey with one of its "smokers" 
and the members were both entertained and 
instructed by his address. Proceedings 
were interrupted by a body of clubwomen 
on a gallery tour with a hired lecturer and 
interpreter to explain pictures to them. On 
being admitted, after a parley, they were 
shown some canvases for interpretation, 
among them a "futurist" work entitled "The 
Revenue Officer," wherein the spiral worm 
of a still was used symbolically to denote 
the source of joy and support to the home 
of the arm of the law; a still life involving 
an electric fan in motion, two feather dust- 
ers and two red herring equipped with j 
wings and contrived to pass back and forth j 
constantly, which showed the 'tendency of 
modern art away from the static; an Adam 
Emory Albright "Fishing Boy" standing on 
the Albright rock, equipped with wheels 
for movement from place to place and well 
worn from much standing thereon ; an In- 
gerle moonlight, with cotton clouds and a 
moving electrical moon, all arranged on a 
transom over the door; and a Jessie Arms 
Botke chicken, with every feather in place, 
that was so very true to life that it laid a 
china egg for the spectators to complete 
its absolute realism. The clubwomen were 
much edified, asked appropriate questions, 
received the usual illuminating answers, and 
were finally identified as Palette and Chisel' 
Club members in costume. 

Clark's Old Mission Paintings 

The Alson Skinner Clark exhibition at the 
galleries of Henry Reinhardt & Son is all 
and more than could have been expected. 
His work displays sensitiveness to textures, 
color values and intricate effects of light 
and shadow, flecked with reflected light. 
He has painted the old missions of Cali- 
fornia as never before. 

The exhibition at the Arts Club of works 
by professional members improves upon 
farther acquaintance, and is the. best show 
the Club has ever held. Fifty-one artists 
are represented, each by one .work, with the ( 
exception of the miniature painters who are \ 
permitted to enter groups. "My Mother," j 
a portrait by Pauline Palmer, is by far the 
most serious and impressive canvas in the 
show. Cecil Clark Davis' example is also 
distinguished, and Robert Grafton shines in 
the difficult field of outdoor portraiture. 
Anna Lee Stacey has- a figure composition 
with a story telling title, "I Have to Go to 
Bed by Day," that is also a fine bit of 
portraiture, the little child beautifully 
painted. Gerald Frank's big flower piece, 
Fred Grant's romantic "Spanish Galleons," 
Oliver D. Glover's richly colorful little land- 
scape, Edward J. Holslag's big marine, and 
Frank V. Dudley's "Sand Dunes" are also 
among the attractions. The display almost 
leads one to the conclusion that a series of 
"one man" shows by it's members would 
eclipse most of the events which the or- 
ganization imports from outside. 

The exhibition of Persian Art at the Mar- 
shall Field Galleries has proven wider in 
scope than had been expected, involving not 
only rare treasures from the land of the 
Shahs, but some exquisite example of early 
Italian velvets and brocades and a number 
of important tapestries. The Kelekian Col- 
lection of Persian antiques is featured in 
this show, which is enough to tell all enthu- 
siasts upon this subject more than a volume 
of description.
